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Ham For The 
Holidays

If you’ve decided to sub- 
stitute ham for the tradition- 
at holiday bird, you may 
want to know more about 
this holiday second - fiddle. 
The term “Ham” once refer- 
red to several cuts of cured 
and smoked pork. But now, 
by U.S.D.A. standards - 
“Ham” must come from the 


hind feg of the hog. It may be 
processed in one of two 
ways - either to the “fully 
cooked” stage or to the 
“cook before eating”. 7 

A fully cooked ham is 
cooked during processing 
and is usually identified as 
such on the label. This ham 
can be served cold or heated 
to serving temperature. All 
canned hams and more than 
90% of all other hans, 
bone-in and boneless styles, 
marketed in the U.S. are fully 
cooked during processing. 
While cooking is not nec- 
essary, many persons prefer 
to cook the ham anyway for 
improved flavor and texture. 

The “cook before eating” 
ham is partially cooked 
during processing to a tem- 
perature that destroys any 
trichinae organisms. Further 
cooking is needed to en- 
hance the meat texture and 
flavor. Before serving, this 
ham should be cuoked io an 
internal temperature of 176 
degrees F. 

The bone-in ham has the 
traditional ham shape. At 
least part of the shank bone 
is present although the bone 
may be cut short. Bone-in 


bain arn maekot i 
hanis aro marketed whole, in 


halves, butt or shank por- 
tions and in center cut 
slices. Many people prefer 
bone-in hams and = pork 
roasts for the flavor the bone 
adds during cooking. Bone- 
less hams come fully cooked 
usually. The outside fat and 
skin are trimmed away, the 
bones are removed, the in- 
ternal fat is trimmed out and 
the Jean muscles of the pork 
leg are shaped inta casing. 
With boneless hams. there is 
little or no waste; it's usually 
all good lean meat. 

Canned hams are bone- 
less and fully cooked. These 
hams are made from trim-- 
mings - all good meat but 


sizes and shapes of pieces _. 


that can't be sold in other 
forms. Unflavored dry gelatin 
combines with natural juices 
to farm a gelatin that holds 
the ham pieces together and 
provides a “cushion” during 
shipment. The maior at- 
vantage of canned hams is 
that they store well for long 
periods of time. Most can- 
ned hams are cooked to 
pasteurization temperatures 
which make them less per 
ishable than non - canned 
hams but they still require 
refrigeration. The pasteuriz- 
ed canned hams are labeled 
“Perishable - keep refrig- 
erated". Properly stored - 
they will keep weil for many 
months,

Buy areal tree? Definitely! 
Those artificial trees you see 
take petroleum for all the 
plastic needles, and they use 
metal supplies to make the 
trunk and limbs. 

Real Christmas trecs are 
just as much a crop to 
Michigan farmers as corn, 
cabbage or cucumbers. In 
fact, Michigan is the coun- 
try’s leading producer of 
planiation-grown Cniisimas 
trees and our trees are 
shipped coast to coast. 

This year, why not make 
selecting the tree a family 
outing by going to one of the 
many Christmas tree planta- 
tions which allow you to 
choose and cut your own. 

ff you get the tree out in 
tne field, you'll know it’s 
fresh and will last in the 
house ‘til after the holidays. 
What you do to the tree once 
you get it home wil! have the 
biggest effect on how long it 
will last. .

Statistics on snowfall are 
provided by the U. S. Wea- 
ther Bureau and Michigan 
Weather Service, which have 
one or more observation sta- 
tions in each county. 

The largest payment of

ter. The second largest pay- 
ment of $114,944 goes to 
Marquette County, based on 
138.54 inches of snowfall. 

The most snowfall last 
winter was recorded by 
Keweenaw County, with a 
total of 227.39 inches (19 
feet}, three inches more than 
the preceding winter. Others 
in the top five for snowfall 
were Houghton County -

Baraga - 197.32; and Alger - 
188.77. 

Crawtord County with a 
409. 48 inches earned a pay- 
ment of $39,461.47, while 
neighboring counties, Ot- 
sego and Kalkaska showed, 
439.67 inches for $75,416.24; 
and then 120.50 inches for 
$64,961.98, respectively. 

Barely qualifying for as- 
sistance based on last win- 
ter's snowfaii were Newaygo 
County with 81.13 inches, 
and Osceola County with 


qualified for payments made

1974-75 snowfall. Newaygo 
earned a payment of $3,324:

The turncut for the Crawford Ausable Schoo! 
Board's Advisory Council on December 6th was greatly 
improved over the first meeting with about 75 people 
on hand to begin delving into the many areas that need 
to be studied. 

Acting as temporary chairman of the Citizen’s 
group, Board Trustee Kathy Burkley outlined the 
different areas marked for study and Citizens selected 
one of three areas that they were most interested in. 

Sub-committee one, called the Budget Commit- 
tec, is studyina the budget for last year, and this year 
and is beginning to investigate many related areas, 
including: the state aid bill, the effect of increasing 
property taxes on school revenues, per pupil costs in 
comparable school districts, etc. Chairman of the 
committee is Ralph Stevens. 

Sub-committee two, called the Curriculum Com- 
mittee, is studying the school program to make 
recommendations regarding class sizes, expenditures 
for teaching supplies, special teachers for speciai 
programs, and the total curricular offerings of the 
disirict. Chairman for the committee is Barb Soika. 

Sub-committee three, called the Facifities Com- 
mittee, is studying school enrollment irends, school 
organizational patterns, school space needs, and 
existing elementary and middle school facilities to 
formulate recommendations regarding school facility 
needs. Tne Chairman of the committee is Roger 
Wilcox.

From the reports we're 
getting, it looks as though 
we are going to be in fora 
jong, herd winter. With esca- 
lating prices for natural gas, 
electricity, and fuel oii, 
many are beginning io turn 
to our “forgoiien™ jue - 
wood, to ease the economic 
burden. In the North Coun- 
try, woed is plentiful and 
relatively che2p to the point 
of free for the asking. In 
areas where there are com- 
mercial timber sales, the 
slash is often available free 
to the public with a permit 
from your local ONR or 
Forest Service District of- 
tice. 

To be sure, there is a 
certain amount of labor in- 
volved. The firewood is not 
cut and stacked in the woods 
to be picked up as it is 
sometimes assumed. How- 
aver, armed with 2 light 
chainsaw or bucksaw, a 
good ax, and a means to 
faut ite wud, a wiiter's 
supp'y can readily be had.

This brings up another 
phase of wood-burning that 
snouid be mentioned. Stuve- 
pipes and flues should be 
cleaned and inspected at 
least yearly, preferably twice 
per year. Replace worn and 
rusted pipes. Examine the 
tue carefully for cracks. 
Chimney fires have a way of 
shooting through cracks in 
the masonry setting fire to 
the interior of the house. 
Replace the portions of 
cracked flue or and 
instali a prefabricated flue. 
These are composed of sec- 
tions of insulated galvanized 
metal and are fairly simple to 
install. 

{n a recent talk with the 
fire chief of a small town 
volunieer fire department, it 
was noted that calls due to 

ncreasea 
dramatically. This was di- 
rectly a result of the increase 
in the use of wood and 2 
great number of people had 
been burning green wood 
regularly, a contributing fac- 
tor in chimney fires. Green 
wood tends to coat the flue 
with creosote and soot which 
may catch fire. The solution 
here is to allow the wood to 
air dry for about one year 
before burning, if possible.

I! wai two and a half 
months after the massacre 
of 96 Christian Indians by an 
American force at Gnaden- 
hutten, Chio. that 480 fron- 
tiersmen rendezvoused at a 
deserted Indian village on 
the west bank of the Ohio 
River known as Mingo Bot- 
tom to begin a mop-up 
operation against red men in 
the Ohio country. 

In the end, however, the 
whites were routed and the 
leader of the campaign was 
among those who suffered 
torture and death as the 
Indians gained revenge for 
the March 8, 1782, incident 
at Gnadenhutten. 

The army of volunteers 
from frontier settlements as- 
sembled at Mingo Bottom 
incal present-day Steuben- 
ville} on May 25 and held an 
election to select their leader 
for the expedition. Colonel 
David Witteman, who had 


been in Charge af the: murder 


“of the Indians at Gnaden- 
hutten, Jost | out by just five 
vuies to CoiGne Witem 
Crawford, an old friend of 
George Washington. 

Crawford hoped that he 
would be able to surprise the 
indians at their Ohio vil- 
lages, but lack of care on the 
part of his men combined 
with vigilance of the Indians 
made known virtually every 
move of the army. Runners 
were sent to Detroit by the 
Ohio tribes to ask for help 
from the British, and a force 
of rangers, Frenchmen and 
indians from that region was: 
sent under command of © 
tain William Caldwell. 

The eapnosing armies f met 
a Upper Sandusky. in the 
skirmish: which -ensued. five 
Americans were killed and 19 
wounded while the British 
and Indians lost six who 
were kitled and 11 wounded. 
On the following day the 
British-Indian force, which 
was outnumbered, decided 
to wait for reinforcements. 
The Americans let their best 
chance for victory ship by a5 
they, too, remained inactive. 
Thus, the quns on both sides 
were silent throughout the 
day. 

During the afternoon a- 
bout 150 Shawnee warriors 
joined the British and In- 
dians. Then, despite the fact 
that the opponents were of 
about equal strength, the 
Americans that night began 
a quick and disorganized re- 
treat. Shawnee and Delaware 
warriors attacked the re- 
treating rebels, Scattering 
them and causing confusion. 
By morning there were only 
about 300 men in the main 
force. and Colonei Crawiord 
was among the missing. 
Colonel Williamson took the 
command as the retreat con- 
tinued. A unit of British 
rangers and Indians overtook 
the fleeing Americans at one 
point and a skirmish result- 
ed. but the rebels reached 
Mingo Bottom by mid-June. 

Crawford and a compan- 
ion, Dr. Knight. after becom- 
ing separated trom the main 
force were captured by a 
band of Delaware braves. 
Knight, who ultimately es- 
capnd. wrote an account of 
his experiences and related 
details of the torture that 
Crawford suffered 

Accarding to Knight - 
Crawtord was stripped naked 
and his hands were tied 
behind him. Then a rope was 
tastened to the bonds be- 
tween his wrists. and the 
other end was affixed to a 
tall pole so that he was able 
to walk once or twice around 
the pole. 

“The Indian men,” Knight 
said, “took up thei guns and 
shot powder into the colo- 
ners body, from his feet as 
far up as his neck, | think 
that not fess than seventy 
loads were discharged upon 
his naked body. Then they 
clowded about hii, and to 
the best of my vbourvation 
cut off his ears ” 

A fire of hickory branches 
was started near the pole to 
which Crawford was tied. 
and when the branches 
burned through in the middle 
he was jabbed with the fiery 
ends. “Some uf the squaws 
look broad boards,” Knight 


recalled, “upon which they 
would carry a quantity of 
burning coals and hot em- 
bers and throw them on nim. 
so that in a short time he had 
nothing but coals of fire and 
hot ashes to walk upon.” 
Simon Girty, white leader 
of Indians against the rebels, 
was present at the time of 
the torture and Crawford 
begged that he take a gun 
and put him out of his 
misery. Laughing, Girty re- 
plied that he didn't have a 


“They then scalped him,” 
Knight said, “and repeatedly 
threw the scalp in my face.” 
The torture continued, but 
Knight was taken away and 
didn't witness the final grue- 
some moments of Craw- 
ford's life. On the follawing 
morning as he was led off 
toward a Shawnee village, 
Knight saw Crawtord’s bones 
“tying among the remains of 
firs, ‘ burnt to 
ashes.” 

Knight managed to get 
away ftom the Indian who 
was taking him to the 
Shawnee village where he, 
too, was to be tortured and 
killed. Fleeing through the 
forest, he reached Fort Pitt 
three weeks later.
